Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 53 and 61 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the monomer of instant claims 53 and 61 wherein C and E 
represent an aldehyde. 

The closest prior art is Kunita (US 6476092). The teachings of Kunita are 
discussed in the non-final action mailed 1/20/10. Kunita fails to teach or suggest a 
compound wherein is hydrogen. Therefore, Kunita fails to teach or suggest an 
aldehyde, as recited in the instant claims. A structure search performed in STN failed to 
find any monomers which fulfill the instant claims wherein C and E are aldehyde. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
